The NetPs From Roamania. 

When the peasant.^ of Roumania 
went into rcltelliun several months 
ago the cable ili-.>|>atches aniiuunccil 
that the g<v-cinincnt t<x>k hasty ac¬ 
tion to abolish certain taxes and es- 
tablisli certain reforms tu lighten 
the inirdens of the workers. N'u 
furtlier details were given. Now 
it turns out that the Roiitiuiiiian 
government is leaning iiixni X'astle 
Mnrtziin. the SsKialist spokesman 
of former days, to save the country 
from greater hkHgl.slied and misery. 
.After 10.000 |>casants were killed 
anil wounded and more than 125.- 
000 soliliers w ere in the Acid lo sup¬ 
press the revolution, the ministry 
was changed and a liltcral reform 
|)oIicy was promised/ Mortziin 
was callcil to fill the position of 
minister of public works and it de¬ 
volved iijMin him largely to establish 
peace. Hut in Iiis reconstruction 
policy hr is ciNiipellcil lo fight other 
cabinet officials wliOarr capitalistic 
and reactionary lo the core, and it is 
doubtful whether we will lie able 
tn accomplish iiuicli. Xcvertlii-Icss, 
the (icasants will receive a breathing 
.spell and time to make better prq>- 
aratioiis to fight the enemy if it 
conics to a second revolt. When 
the struggle began savrral months 
ago the (lesants were armcel with 
pitchforks and clubs, while the 
soldiers liad niodcm rifies and re¬ 
volvers. The people of Roumania 
liavr had their land stolen from un¬ 
der tlieir feet and are in a slavish 
condition. On top of this depktr- 
ablc situation the Socialist t»rty 
was dis.«dved by the government 
as an illegal organization. Mort- 
zuti had bMii the leader in |>arlia- 
nient, and when his party was de¬ 
stroyed he joined tlie Liberals in 
the hope of securing a law establish¬ 
ing the legality- of the fsoctalist 
party. This was the status of affairs 
when the struggle began between 
ihe peasants (very few of wlxtiri 
are Socialists) atnl the govcritment. 
Mortznn's sjveechcs for peasants 
have won for hint many frieniLs in 
the country, and the masses in the 
cities like him for his ailvanccd 
ideas. On the other hand, he has 
also aroii.se<l bitter opposition 
among tlie riclu wlio regard his 
growing popularity as a serious 
menace lo tlieir special interests.—
